There is a suggestion of interest and T»lne 
in that a proportional iaeome tax should U- estal-lislN^l whuh would <y\>- 
crate to draw from the |K>st«.>ssors of grea^ fortunes a regular pen-ei.fag.- 
of their ruhes. There ib a wide gulf between nn n ecee sa ry wnlth and in- 
excusable pdrertjr, and it should be lessene.1, rather than increased. 

In the aocnmnlatioa of great wealth the poww of the indiridual 
must be considered as meriting rewanl. Rut after a busineas of increan- 
ing profit haa been eace estabiishcil. the owner's sule-m. n uiol t.uyers or 
other agrnf- must be credit«l «iil> a very large, and, indeed, a preponder- 
ant share in the sueeeae of the 4'nterpriie. 

Yet H ia net the taleaU or powers of the owner or of hia agents 
which primarilv are the reasons for nueeetta. In the case of • great mer- 
cluint he profiu enormously by his envin)nment. If, for example, he is 
(ituated in a oomramity whoae easily accessible limiis in. !ude a population 
of '3.tK»0,00<>, every jturchasiT an.l every resident whose demands he sup- 
plies are contributing projM.ri loiiaik t« his success. He ia the beneficiary 
of his environment, just as a real estate owner is, and the poorest p rson 
in the comnwnity who Uuya bis waiea has some contribntory abare in his 
success. 

Where a person of thie deicription has acquired a greet fortune, that 

ewt;ite iij. II liis .1. atli should be taxed atwrding to some proporti6nal plan, 
and the proceeds should ge to form a state fund for the establishment 
and maintcMBoe of old-age pensions for the superannnatnl induMna! !- 
diers who luive s» rv.Hl their country aa directly and distinctlj aa if they had 
gone to wAr and shot down some numbers of the enemy. 

There is no go<^d reason why there should lie almshouses in anv 
.oiminuiitv which numbers millionairea and multimillionaire* an . ..g its 
ciiiw ns. How much of such wealth ia an* 
necessary to the well-being or gratifica* 
tion of its possesaors, and in the pret> 
enoe of auch posaeasiona bow mneh of pov> 
erty w ianenMUe?
